Constable Lawson was slain at 
the Coleman provincial police head­ 
quarters after an unsuccessful at­ 
tempt to arrest Picarielo with an. 
auto loaded with liquor. 
Picarielo and Mrs. Lysander, wife 
of one of his chauffeurs, went to 
the police station, called Constable 
Lawson out and after a few words

shot 
him 
four 
times. 
Desperate efforts were made to 
save the woman’® life. The cabinet 
council spent yesterday considering 
appeals for clemency, but Sir Iso­ 
mer Gouein, minister of justice, an­ 
nounced that the cabinet decided 
that she must pay the penalty. 
Denies First Confession 
Mrs. Lysander denied just before 
she was led to the scaffold an al­ 
leged confession that she had fired 
the four shots that killed Lawson. 
Piccarillo, she declared, did 
the 
shooting. This he denied. 
Relying on the gallantry of the 
police, Picarillo bad raised himself 
from the humble station of a pea- 
ru t vendor at Crows Nest Pass to 
one of the weathiest bootlegging 
citizens of his home town. He had 
worked in defiance of the police 
by always taking Mrs. 
Lysander 
with him on his rum running ex­ 
peditions because, the police said. 
he knew they would not fire on 
hit car when it contained a woman. 
Piccarillo had become proprietor 
of the Bi&irmore hotel 
and

BLairmore garage and was elected 
to the town council. 
Father Fidelis, a Roman Catho­ 
lic priest, spent several hours with 
the doomed pair early today.

The United. States is gradually undergoing a political 
revolution. Whether we like, the changes or not, we shall 
have to live under thorn. Frankly, we think the changes are 
for the best interest of the country and will mark a new era 
in tho history of the Souh and West. Being in both the South 
and West, Oklahoma ought to profit from them. 
* 
For many years, in fact, ever, since the beginning of the 
Civil War, the political policies of the country have been 
formed mainly by the industrial section of the North and East. 
With New York City as a center, one might draw a line four 
hundred miles long around it, and thus circumscribe most of 
the large manufacturing plants of the nation. Probably eighty 
percent of the manufactured goods of the nation come from 
that territory. 
What that particular section has wanted in the past, it 
got. With the representation in congress from New York, 
Pennsylvania and one or two other thickly populated states* 
working together, the section was superior at all times to the. 
unorganized South and West. To add to the power of that* 
section, many of the newspapers of the South and West let 
the large metropolitan newspapers lead them in lines ot 
thought. 
Thus when the South and West began to get together in 
what is generally called the farmer bloc, the section, ac­ 
customed to having its own way, began to howl about class 
legislation and the rule of minorities and such other practices 
ma they themselves for a half century had been using. The 
thing was fine as long as only the East was getting the bene­ 
fit, but the system is all wrong now that the other fellows are 
playing the game. 
The result of all this is that in the next congress we shall 
nee the South and West, united in the cause of proper legisla­ 
tion for the farmer and the small business concerns, triumph­ 
ant. It will be a bitter pill for those men who have been 
schooled in the political colleges of the past to get accustom­ 
ed to the change. In fact, most of them will not get accustom­ 
ed and will drop by the wayside. 
; 
The change is welcome. It ought to make the South the 
greatest part of the nation, for it has the resources and the 
people. It has simply needed the chance. Legislation will 
make no people wealthy, for laws cannot make wealth, but 
proper laws will permit industrious people to achieve goals 
otherwise impossible.
